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The  tables  contained  in  this  report  give  aggregate  estimates 
ofgrossfarm  income,  production  expenses,  net  farm  income 
and  related  data  for  each  State  back  to  1949.  Also  included 
are  State  averages  per  farm  of  realized  gross  and  net  income 
and  total  net  income  (including  the  inventory  change)  for  the 
same  years.  The  map  charts  on  pages  10  and  11  summarize 
the  1959  State  averages  of  realized  net  and  total  net  income 
per  farm,  respectively. 

Revised  annual  estimates  of  cash  receipts  and  the  value  of 
home  consumption  are  given,  by  States,  for  1958  and  1959. 
Also,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  by  commodity 
groups  and  individual  commodities  are  shown  as  revised  for 
the  same  years. 

For  the  years  1958-59,  revisions  in  national  farm  income 
estimates,  published  in  the  July  issue  of  the  Farm  Income 
Situation  (FIS-179)  have  been  carried  through  on  a  State 
basis  in  this  supplement.  The  revisions  result  for  the  most 
part  from  the  routine  incorporation  of  final  data  for  some  of 
the  components  of  gross  income  and  production  expenses  . 
The  averages  per  farm  contained  herein  are  based  on  the  old 
definition  of  a  farm.  The  new  definition  of  a  farm  adopted  in 
the  1959  Census  of  Agriculture  is  expected  to  reduce  the 
number  of  farms. 

This  supplement  to  the  July  1960  issue  of  the  Farm  Income 
Situation  is  made  possible  by  a  speed-up  in  the  preparation 
of  State  estimates  formerly  published  in  the  September 
issue  of  the  Farm  Income  Situation  and  in  the  separate 
report  Production  Expenses  of  Farm  Operators .  by  States 
(AMS-85)  previously  released  in  the  fall  of  each  year.  Both 
the  September  issue  and  AMS-85  are  accordingly  discontin- 
ued. We  are  able  to  make  these  data  available  earlier  than 
formerly  because  of  use  of  improved  computing  equipment .
